‘Protection Needed 
Along Canals 


Returning verdicts of accidental 
drowning in case, Dr. C. A. 
McEflean, Dublin City Coroner, at 
the inquests held in Dublin on two 
young Dublin men who were 
drowned in the Grand Canal during 
last Saturday night’s fog, said that 
some kind of protection should be 
erected along the canal banks. 
Otherwise, said the Coroner, further 
tragedies were very likely to occur. 

he inquest on James Mulhall 
(28), unmarried, 10 Pim street, was 
eld in Steevens’s Hospital, ‘John 
Mulhall, brother, gave evidence that 
they were returning from a cinema 
and, in the fog, lost their sense 
of direction and shortly after his 
brother said “this is the footpath ” 
he heard a splash. Neither his 
brother nor himself could swim. 

Fireman P. Ganley, who was com- 
mended by the Coroner, gave evi- 
dence of finding the body in five 
feet of vanter, when he dived into 
the canal, 

At the inquest on Romney Wel- 
drick (32), unmarried, 42 Iveagh 
Gardens, Crumlin road, in the 
Meath Hospital. evidence was given 
that the body was found in 20 
feet of water, and that the dead 
man’s bicycle was found 23 feet 
upstream. The Coroner said that 
he had no doubdt that the deceased 
man fost his bearings in the foe 
and cycled into the canal.
